RESOLUTION ADOPTED BY 

KNIGHTS OF COLUMBUS 


The following resolution was adopt¬ 
ed by San Mateo Council, No. 1436, on 
the 9th day of December: 

Whereas, The Hon. Woodrow Wil¬ 
son, President of the United States, 
has departed for Europe for the pur¬ 
pose of attending the peace conference 
of the nations; and 
Whereas, Among the principles he 
has enunciated and will uphold at 
said conference will be the right of 
determination of self-government by 
the nations and peoples of the world; 
and 

Whereas, The President has ex¬ 
plicitly stated his opposition to gov¬ 
ernment of nations or peoples by 
might rather than by justice, and 
Whereas, The President has enun¬ 
ciated the dogma that “No people must 
be forced under a sovreignty under 
which it does not wish to live”; and 
Whereas, These and other great 
issues will come up for decision at 
said conference, among the claims of 
Ireland for representation and the 
right to self-determination of govern¬ 
ment; be it, therefore 

Resolved, That San Mateo Council, 
No. 1346, Knights of Columbus, in 
regular meeting assembled, heartily 
endorses the principles so clearly ex¬ 
pounded by the President, and re¬ 
spectfully urges him to present the 
claims of Ireland at said peace con¬ 
ference, and to urge the peoples of 
other nations to accord the people of 
Ireland the right to decide under what 
form of government they wish to live; 
be it further 

Resolved, That the secretary of this 
council be instructed to mail to the 
President of the United States a copy 
of these resolutions, and that the Su¬ 
preme Council of the Knights of Co¬ 
lumbus and the press be notified of 
this action.

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KEEPING HOME FIRES BURNING 

UNTIL THE SOLDIER RETURNS 


The Red Cross has for years been 
associated with hospitals, doctoia, sol¬ 
diers, sailors, battles, disasters; bat it 
is only within the last few months 
that those who do not come under 
any of these classes have come to real¬ 
ize the importance of the assistance 
rendered by the Red Cross. 

Soldiers and sailors must be encour¬ 
aged to “carry on.” Their morale 
must be upheld. The sailor or soldier 
who Is worrying about the welfare of 
his family Is not able to put his mind 
on the business before him. For this 
reason the Home Service Section of 
the American Red Cross has been or¬ 
ganized, and to the folks at home It 
means neighborliness, counsel and aid 
—the nation’s assurance to the enlist¬ 
ed man that Ills family shall suffer for 
no essential thing that is within Its 
power to give. 

In practically every large city of the 
United States there Is already a class 
for training the workers of the Home 
Service section, so that they may be 
able to efficiently deal with the very 
real problems thtft are before them. 
It Is not the policy of the section to 
force upon families the aid of the Red 
Cross nor to burden them with Inter¬ 
ference. No family should be ap¬ 
proached unless some member of the 
family or some person capable of 
speaking for them has asked for the 
service. Because It is the desire of 
the Committee ou Civilian Relief, un¬ 
der whose direction this work comes, 
to keep the service of the bureau 
strictly confidential, the wearing of 
any uniform by the Home Service 
workers has been discouraged. They 
call simply as friends and try to call 
immediately when requested. 

In no Instance Is a visitor permit¬ 
ted to pry Into the secrets of the fam¬ 
ily. Help Is always ready, and the call 
usually conies from the man in the 
service himself. Through the work¬ 
ers in the camp or at the front he 
learns that his family may be assisted, 
and If he does not hear regularly or 
encouragingly he is quite apt to talk 
over with the Red Cross man or wo¬ 
man the nffairs of his home when he 
learns of the friendly Interest, and 
thus send local workers to his family. 
The school teachers also are often the 
Informants, tor they know through the 
children of the needs at home and are 
glad to see the family's problems 
solved. 


Living Is more difficult for every one 
In war times, and the mothers are lone¬ 
ly and discouraged, and this brings 
hardship on the heads of the little 
children. Sometimes the wife and 
mother is worrying over financial prob¬ 
lems, and here the Home Service bu¬ 
reau Is always helpful, for it tactfully 
assists her in properly managing her 
affairs, in planning her income and, 
of course, seeing that she is receiving 
sufficient allotment, and this regularly, 
and then If It becomes necessary the 
Red Cross Is always ready to supple¬ 
ment the Income. Where medical care 
or operations for the welfare of the 


children are necessary the Home Serv¬ 
ice is ready to assist, to secure proper 
care for the children needing it and to 
ease the mind of the mother. 


Milk for Sick Babies. 

Everywhere In the war zone there 
are sick babies and babies needing 
milk. The American Red Cross Is es¬ 
tablishing milk stations, and the babies 
of Italian soldiers are beginning to 
thrive already under the competent 
care of the nurses, some of whom were 
Infant Welfare nurses in onr own 
country before going overseas. At

The American Red Cross is asking every man, woman and child, to be¬ 
come a member of its organization at Christmas. Membership is one dollar 
a year. 

Surely it were an ungrateful and an unimaginative person who will not 
respond to the appeal of the Greatest Mother of Them All. 

For the Red Cross never swerved In all the years of war. It hurried to 
the relief not only of war sufferers, but of peoples bowed down by famine, 
pestilence and flood. In the recent epidemic of influenza it was an angel of 
practical mercy. It has gone into the waste places of the earth and taken 
succor to men forgotten by humanity. It has taken manna to starving 
thousands. 

But its biggest service, of course, has been in the war. Its myriad hands, 
those of the consecrated women who nursed and the others who worked un¬ 
remittingly making bandages and garments for hospital use, healed whatever 
they touched. Many of the shiploads of wan boys who were invalided home, 
thousands of those who will come home in the glad months to come, are alive 
only because the Red Cross would not permit them to slip into the great 
immensities when their tired souls ebbed at the edge of the far countries. 

The story of the heroism of the Red Cross will never be told for the 
reason that it is so far-reaching, so deep in the profundity of its selflessness 
that the tale would unfold into eternity. Its very foundation is service. 

To give a dollar at Christmas, on the birthday of the Man who preached 
the gospel of humaneness, to the organization which served and saved in¬ 
numerable lives is but a meager manner of expressing one’s gratitude, first 
that the war is over, and secondly, that it is ended so gloriously and with 
so little loss of lives in America. 

It's All Very Different Now 

The Council of National Defense has had a change of heart. 

Not long ago it besought us to be tightwads. It berated the extravagant, 
and applauded the parsimonious, it told us to make a list of all things we 
liked, and to learn to live without them. 

Christmas was to be like Lent pushed forward on the calendar. It was 
to be a season of abstinence. We were not to buy candy for our best girls, 
or cigars for our best friends. 

Now the Council tells us to go as far as we like. “Buy all the stickpins, 
chocolate, stogies, and cuff-links,” it says. “Buy the kids the toys they 
holler for. Make the girls sick witli marshmallows and meringues.” 

It is the command of Grosvenor B. Clarkson, acting director of the 
*Cbuncil. He announces that pre-war conditions must be established as 
quickly as possible. It is essential to prosperity. Money must -circulate 
freely, and the wheels of antebellum production must be set turning at top 
speed. And Clarkson is right. 

Very well, folks of South San Francisco. The word of Grosvenor B. must 
be obeyed, and we have enough scores in town to make it easy. But be gentle 
to the toiling storekeepers and clerks, and don’t crowd all their work into 
the last twelve hours. 

The Christmas Holiday 

Christmas is the only one of our holidays the observance of which ia 
based upon love and thoughtfulness for other people than our individual 
selves. Other holidays are for the most part, as is fitting, in recognition of 
a great national event or in memory of those who have done and suffered 
great things for their country. Thanksgiving expresses gratitude for our 
blessings, and New Year’s, if we keep it with thoughtfulness, is an occasion 
for a little self-examination and some fresh resolves. 

But Christmas is rightly a day of generosity and love. 

We make the children happy witli toys and candies, we think of the gift 
which will please mother, wife, sister, husband, we plan pleasant home en¬ 
tertainments. But Christmas lacks something if our observance of it is 
bounded by our family circle and our friends. 

The festival will be an especially joyous one for America this year.. The 
shadow of a great and cruel war has been lifted from u*. We look forward 
to an era of peace and prosperity. 

But at the same time there lias never been a year when generosity was 
more needed. Prices of all commodities are appalingly high, and the little 
income of many a family lias been sadly diminished by the absence of one 
or more of its wage earners in the army. If we consider this and, not for¬ 
getting our own dear ones, do what we can to bring relief and pleasure to 
those in need, we shall indeed feel the blessedness of a real Christmas. As 
we have prospered, so let us give. 

Good to buy, good to hold, good to give for Christmas—War Savings 
Stamps.

At the peace table Germany’s part is to wait until the Allies are satisfied. 

When Johnny comes marching home Susie will be waiting for him with 
her prettiest frock and her most winning smile and her best chocolate cake.

It has been the great 
agency of rescue and support to the 
unfortunate refugees who were driven 
from their homes, by which it has en¬ 
deared itself to the French people. 
Finally, it has, by its canteen service 
at the railroad stations and its search¬ 
ers for the wounded, been the cheer¬ 
ing, heartening and helpful agency 
for our travel-worn and weary men, 
bringing comfort and good cheer to 
them at times when they were in need* 
of the smile of sympathy and word of 
encouragement. 

“Of all these functions and serv¬ 
ices, none can now be given up or | 
abandoned. The Medical Department I 
will need the help of the Red Cross 
until the last wounded man is safely 
returned to his home. The men in 
their billets and camps will need more 
than ever, during the cold, cheerless 
French winter, the comradeship and 
wholesome good fellowship of the 
Red Cross women. The searchers will 
be the agents of communication be¬ 
tween the wounded and their families 
at home, now more than ever before. 
The refugees, too, must not be left 
cold and helpless until the elements 
of the family have been united. 

"Now, therefore, is the time for a 
closer and more active functioning 
and a larger and more zealous mem¬ 
bership for the American Red Cross.”

Sugar Bowk Restored 
By Food Administration 

Issued by U. S. Food Administration 
for California 

All restrictions on the service of 
sugar in restaurants and other public 
eating places have been rescinded, it 
was announced today by the United 
States Food Administration for Cali¬ 
fornia on advices from Washington. 

Hereafter public eating places are 
permitted to serve full portions to 
patrons, and the sugar bowls may be 
returned to the tables, from which 
they have been banished for several 
months. 

Removal of the restrictions were 
permitted by the increase in the sup¬ 
ply of Louisiana cane and Western 
beet sugar and the fact that the new 
Cuban crop will begin to arrive won. 

Since the signing of the armistice 
former restrictions have bean relaxed 
gradually until the voluntary ration 
for households reached four pounds 
per person per month December 1.
